Lf.  Fischer  Writes 
Army  Manuals  For 
Uncle  Sam's  Soldiers 

It  is  history  now  that  just  about 
the  time  the  college  Commence¬ 
ment  exercises  were  being  con¬ 
ducted  in  May,  Mr.  Edward  Fischer 
’34,  publicity  director  and  teacher 
of  journalism,  absent  on  leave  for 
military  duty,  was  receiving  the 
gold  bar  of  a  Second  Lieutenant  at 
Fort  Benning,  Ga. 

Lt.  Fischer  spent  a  few  days  on 
the  campus  before  returning  to 


Fort  Benning  for  active  duty  as  a 
commissioned  officer  in  the  U.  S. 
Army. 

In  a  letter  written  Sept.  11,  he 
says,  “Fifteen  years  ago  today  I 
got  my  first  view  of  Rensselaer.  I 
little  thought  when  I  stepped  off 
the  train  that  I  would,  a  little  more 
than  a  decade  later,  plant  my  heart 
three  blocks  from  the  station. 

“I  am  anxious  to  hear  how 
things  will  be  on  the  campus  this 
fall.  For  me,  each  day  of  the 
summer  seemed  to  have  been  cut 
from  the  same  cloth  as  the  day 
that  preceded  it. 

Tells  of  Activities 

“I  worked  on  a  grenade  manual, 
infantry  regulations,  Enfield  rifle 
manual,  conference  courses  on  map 
reading  and  automatic  rifle,  and  a 
pamphlet  on  the  organization  of  a 
regiment.  My  extra-curricular  ac¬ 
tivities  included  several  movies  a 
week,  six  hours  of  horseback  riding 
a  week,  and  innumerable  bull  ses¬ 
sions  with  men  back  from  combat. 
I  also  read  several  books  on  equita-

Coach  Joe  Dienhart 
Gets  Release;  Guides 
Purdue  Eleven  Line 

Released  from  his  contract  with 
the  college  that  he  might  accept  a 
position  offered  him  at  Purdue  Uni¬ 
versity,  Coach  Joe  Dienhart  left 
the  campus  Saturday,  August  14. 
The  following  Monday  he  was  out 
on  the  Purdue  gridiron  assisting 
with  summer  football  practice. 

Since  the  fall  of  1938,  Mr.  Dien¬ 
hart  has  been  head  coach  of  all 
sports  at  St.  Joseph’s,  and  for  the 
past  two  years,  athletic  director. 


He  also  taught  physical  education. 
That  he  was  successful  is  evident 
from  the  fact  that  he  twice  turned 
out  Indiana  Conference  champions 
in  both  baseball  and  football..  His 
Pumas  were  undefeated  in  twenty- 
one  consecutive  games  during  the 
past  two  grid  seasons. 

A  native  of  Lafayette,  Dienhart 
starred  as  an  athlete  in  Jefferson 
High  School  there.  Later,  at  Notre 
Dame  for  three  years,  he  won  let¬ 
ters  in  basketball  and  football,  and 
was  elected  captain  of  the  basket¬ 
ball  quintet  at  the  end  of  his  junior 
year.  After  receiving  his  bachelor 
of  science  degree  in  business  ad¬ 
ministration  from  Butler  Univer¬ 
sity  in  1928  he  at  once  became  head 
coach  of  all  sports  at  Cathedral 
High  School,  Indianapolis,  a  posi¬ 
tion  which  he  held  until  he  came 
to  St.  Joe  ten  years  later.

Perhaps  it  is  to  knit  us  all  to¬ 
gether  into  a  firmer,  more  united  group 
who,  under  the  banner  of  St.  Joseph  and 
through  his  intercession,  will  re-dedicate 
ourselves  to  the  principles  for  which  the 
college  stands. 

Alumni  will  stand,  as  they  have  always 
stood,  four  square  for  their  Alma  Mater. 


Vale,  Coach  Joe  Dienbart! 

ANTICIPATION  SOARED  high  in  the 
late  summer  of  1938  when  Coach  Joe  Dien- 
hart  led  the  first  squad  of  Pumas  out  onto 
the  football  field  for  their  initial  practice. 

Joe  had  come  from  ten  years  of  coaching 
at  Cathedral  High  School,  Indianapolis, 
where  his  basketball  teams  particularly 
had  so  often  become  national  champions 
of  the  Catholic  academy  tournaments  that 
he  was  a  scouted  mentor. 

The  news  releases  since  the  autumn  of 
1938  are  too  well  known  to  need  repetition 
here.  In  every  major  sport,  the  St.  Joe 
Pumas  have  multiplied  victories,  the  while 
developing  into  men  of  courage  who  al¬ 
ready  today  are  making  names  for  them¬ 
selves  in  the  various  enterprises  they 
prepared  for  equally  well  in  the  class¬ 
rooms. 

Coach  Dienhart  remained  a  scouted 
mentor.  A  year  ago  a  large  university 
offered  him  a  position;  he  turned  it  down, 
preferring  to  renew  his  contract  with  St. 
Joseph’s  for  an  extended  period.  This 
summer  Purdue  approached  him,  and  the 
college,  believing  that  it  should  not  stand 
in  the  way  of  so  acceptable  a  promotion, 
released  him  from  his  contract. 

Joe  Dienhart— builder  of  teams,  and  a 
fashioner  of  men!  May  his  success  in¬ 
crease  in  his  new  responsibility. 


Academy  Shows  Slight 
Increase  in  Numbers 

Twenty-eight  freshmen  in  the  academy  help¬ 
ed  to  compensate  for  the  small  class  of  seniors 
remaining  to  swell  the  enrollment  of  this  de¬ 
partment  to  seventy-five.  It  is  the  largest 
freshman  class  in  five  years.  Nineteen  academy 
seniors  of  the  Precious  Blood  Community  are 
also  in  the  academy. 

Father  Henry  Martin  has  replaced  Father 
Bernard  Scharf  as  disciplinarian;  he  is  assisted 
by  Brother  Louis  Stock  and  Brother  Conrad 
Lemanski. 

A  celotex  ceiling  was  put  into  the  study  hall 
for  better  lighting  and  acoustical  effects. 

The  academy  opened  with  a  Solemn  High 
Mass  sung  by  Father  Walter  Pax,  Principal, 
Wednesday,  September  8. 

College  Enrollment  off 
Over  400  Per  Cent 

Ninety-three  students  began  classes  in  the 
college  department  Monday  morning,  Septem¬ 
ber  20.  Forty-two  of  these  are  in  pre-philoso¬ 
phy  as  members  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood;  they  will  enter  St.  Charles  Seminary, 
Carthagena,  Ohio,  at  the  end  of  their  sopho¬ 
more  year.  This  is  a  decrease  of  over  400  per 
cent. 

Only  twenty-four  freshmen  are  enrolled  this 
year  in  contrast  to  nearly  two  hundred  a  year 
ago.  There  are  ten  sophomores,  nine  juniors, 
and  six  seniors.  Two  student  priests,  who  will 
later  pursue  advanced  study  in  some  university, 
bring  the  number,  apart  from  the  pre-philoso¬ 
phy  men,  to  a  total  of  fifty-one.  Several  more, 
who  could  not  get  immediate  release  from  sum¬ 
mer  jobs,  are  expected  to  register  within  a  short 
time. 

Solemn  Mass  Sunday 

A  Solemn  High  Mass  the  preceding  Sunday 
morning,  sung  by  Father  Fred  Fehrenbacher  to 
invoke  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  work  which 
lies  ahead,  officially  opened  the  fifty-third  year 
in  the  history  of  the  college. 

In  his  sermon  at  this  Mass,  Dr.  A.  H.  Dirk- 
sen,  President,  commented  on  the  decrease  in 
enrollment  because  so  many  of  last  year’s  stu¬ 
dents  are  either  in  the  armed  services  of  the 
country  or  in  special  military  training  at  other 
colleges.  For  example,  twenty-five  former  St. 
Joe  men  are  now  at  John  Carroll  University, 
Cleveland,  alone.'  St. Joseph’s  has  no  military 
program. 

Father  Dirksen  emphasized  the  need  of  keep¬ 
ing  religious  educational  institutions  open  now 
so  that  they  are  ready  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  post-war  reconstruction. 


Grads  Total  Nine 

Fifty-five  students  enrolled  for  courses  in  the 
college  summer  school,  which  ran  for  eight 
weeks  during  June  and  July.  Nine  seniors  were 
graduated  at  its  close. 


Alost  Faculty  Members 
Remain  in  Education 

Besides  the  large  number  of  the  faculty  who 
were  on  the  campus  teaching  during  the  sum¬ 
mer,  Father  Rufus  Esser  offered  courses  in 
Ethics  and  English  to  the  Vincentian  Sisters  of 
Charity  in  Perrysville,  Pa.  Father  S.  Hartman 
conducted  two  retreats  for  religious;  Fathers 
Edward  Roof  and  Joseph  Sheeran  assisted  in 
parishes;  Father  S.  H.  Ley  attended  a  parish 
on  Sundays  and  studied  practical  journalism  at 
the  Elkhart  Truth  and  South  Bend  Tribune 
during  the  week. 

Several  of  the  professors  pursued  higher 
studies  during  the  summer.  Father  Carl  Nieset 
was  at  the  University  of  Texas,  Austin,  engag¬ 
ed  in  Field  Geology;  Father  Boniface  Dreiling, 
at  the  University  of  Chicago,  continuing  in 
Physics;  Father  Albert  Gordon  was  at  the 
Catholic  University  in  Economics. 

Pursue  Higher  Studies 

Both  Father  Gordon  and  Father  Dreiling  are 
continuing  their  advanced  studies  throughout 
the  year.  Father  Joseph  Sheeran  has  entered 
the  University  of  Chicago  to  work  for  a  doctor¬ 
ate  in  English;  Father  Cletus  Dirksen  has  gone 
to  Notre  Dame  to  take  up  Political  Science, 
leading  to  a  Ph.D.  Father  Daniel  Raible  has 
entered  Western  Reserve,  Cleveland,  to  prepare 
for  an  M.A.  in  Modem  Languages.  Father  Nor¬ 
man  Heckman  has  gone  to  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  to  prepare  for  his  M.S.  in  Physics. 
Father  Thomas  Grotenrath  is  at  the  University 
of  Virginia  continuing  in  History. 

Dr.  Theodore  Frank  leaves  after  two  years  to 
teach  Modern  Languages  at  Mundelein  College, 
Chicago. 

Others  who  will  be  absent  from  the  faculty 
are  Father  Robert  Koch,  who  will  be  doing 
parish  work  in  Cleveland,  and  Father  Ambrose 
Heiman,  who  has  been  transferred  to  St. 
Charles  Seminary. 


37  Are  Chaplains 

An  appeal  by  the  Military  Ordinate  some 
months  ago  that  all  bishops  and  superiors  of 
religious  send  at  least  ten  per  cent  of  their 
priests  to  the  armed  services  as  chaplains 
brought  scores  of  volunteers  from  the  325 
members  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood. 
The  Very  Reverend  Joseph  M.  Marling,  provin¬ 
cial,  reports  that  thirty-seven  members  of  the 
Society,  eleven  and  one-half  per  cent  of  the 
total  membership,  are  now  engaged  in  chaplain 
work. 

Twenty-four  of  these  are  with  the  Army; 
twelve  are  with  the  Navy;  and  one  is  with  the 
Marines.  Three  of  these  have  been  on  the  col¬ 
lege  faculty. 

Chaplain  Bernard  Scharf,  prefect  of  the 
academy  last  year,  was  recently  assigned  to 
the  262nd  Station  Hospital,  Camp  Shelby,  Miss. 
He  writes  that  his  first  baptism  in  the  service 
was  that  of  a  boy  who  had  been  instructed 
through  a  correspondence  course  conducted  by 
the  seminarians  at  St.  Charles,  Carthagena.

Changes  In  Offices 
Fill  Greatest  Need 

Victory  measures  curtailed  some¬ 
what  the  usual  round  of  improve¬ 
ments  on  the  campus  during  the 
summer.  However,  with  all  materi¬ 
al  available  and  without  outside 
help,  some  striking  progressive  al¬ 
terations  were  undertaken.  Chief 
among  these  is  what  may  be  called 
a  clearing  house — the  grand  central 
station  of  Collegeville. 

A  visitor  entering  the  drive  under 
the  canopy  of  maples  finds  a  sign 
directing  him  to  the  left  along  the 
front  of  the  Administration  Build¬ 
ing.  At  the  second  entrance  is  an¬ 
other  sign,  its  arrow  pointing  in¬ 
ward  and  the  words,  “Main  Office.” 
He  parks  his  car  further  ahead  in 
the  lot  indicated  and  walks  up  the 
otone  steps  to  the  front  door. 

New  Central  Office 

Inside,  to  his  left,  in  what  was 
formerly  the  reception  room,  is 
housed  the  heart  and  brains  of  Col¬ 
legeville.  An  information  booth  is 
at  the  first  door  of  this  room,  and  a 
trained  attendant  and  switchboard 
operator  directs  him  to  the  waiting 
room,  the  former  office  of  the  regis¬ 
trar,  and  locates  the  party  this  visi¬ 
tor  wishes  to  see. 

But  that  is  only  a  small  part  of 
this  clearing  house.  Through  the 
French  windows  the  visitor  will 
probably  see  Father  Joseph  Otte, 
Bursar,  at  his  desk  in  the  corner  of 
the  room  toward  the  chapel.  He  is 
the  one  who  conceived  the  idea, 
planned  it,  and  supervised  its  exe¬ 
cution. 

Modern  Banking  System 

When  the  visitor  goes  down  the 
corridor  and  enters  this  room  by 
the  second  door,  he  feels  that  he  has 
stepped  into  a  modern  city  bank. 
And  that  precisely  it  is.  Here,  be¬ 
hind  the  counter  with  its  glass  par¬ 
tition  separating  the  bank  proper 
from  the  lobby,  are  deposited  all 
the  accounts  of  the  college,  of  its 
different  departments,  and  of  indi¬ 
viduals  —  professors,  students,  and 
employees,  fiere  all  business  is 
transacted  in  a  strictly  banking 
fashion. 

Stronger  than  the  Bank  of  Eng¬ 
land,  this  new  feature  of  St.  Joe, 
open  from  8:00  a.  m.  to  9:30  p.  m., 
offers  an  accommodation  that  no 
other  bank  in  the  world  approaches. 

With  all  finances  of  the  college 
consolidated  in  this  central  office  a 


budget  plan  is  now  in  complete  op¬ 
eration. 

Procurator’s  Office  Moved 

Next  to  this  room,  in  what  has 
sometimes  been  called  the  middle 
parlor,  where  many  a  game  of  cards 
has  been  played  at  Homecoming, 
Father  John  Schon,  Procurator,  di¬ 
rects  the  management  of  the  college 
and  interviews  salesmen  and  em¬ 
ployees.  A  glance  into  his  office 
leaves  an  impression  of  efficiency. 

Across  the  hall  from  the  bursar’s 
and  procurator’s  offices  is  the  office 
of  the  Dean  of  Students,  Father 
Norman  Koller;  down  the  corridor, 
where  Mr.  Fischer  formerly  sent 
out  news  releases.  Father  Henry 
Lucks,  College  Dean,  and  Father 
Cletus  Kern,  College  Registrar,  now 
share  an  office  together.  Just  below 
them  in  the  basement  a  fireproof 
vault  is  being  prepared  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  records. 

Drill  Larger  Well 

A  new  six-inch  well  was  drilled 
just  beside  the  old  well  at  the  foot 
of  the  terrace  outside  the  north  en¬ 
trance  of  the  Administration  Build¬ 
ing.  Throwing  450  gallons  of  non- 
sulphurous  water  per  hour,  it  furn¬ 
ishes  an  ample  drinking  supply  for 
the  fountains  and  for  the  J  Cafe. 

Back  by  the  supply  rooms  for  the 
refectory  and  kitchen,  a  new  cement 
platform  has  been  built  and  a  dou¬ 
ble  door  cut  into  the  wall  to  facili¬ 
tate  the  handling  of  large  boxes  of 
meats  and  groceries.
